How to Kill the Grubs 

The Pennsylvania State College Ex- 
tension Service advises that lawns and 
gardens should be treated with poisons 
now to kill Japanese beetle grubs. 
Arsenate of lead is recommended for 
this purpose. Treatment at this time 
will not onlv aid in curbing the beetles 
next summer but will prevent wide- 
spread destruction of the roots of grass 
and other vegetation by the grubs. To 
be of any value, the application must 
be made before the grubs go deeper 
into the soil for the winter.

Facts and Figures 

ist year an army of census enumerators 
doors, and writing facts and figures in heavy 
these figures have been gathered together, computed and gradually re 
duced to print. This week the Bureau of the Census released many in- 
teresting facts concerning Lower Merion Township. 

The tabulations show many interesting things about the Township. 
For exatviple, we follow the . State in having more female than male 
inhabitants, but run behind the average in the percentage of native-born 
white residents. Lower Merion has 76% native-born white ; the State, 
82^. One negro population is 8.3%. where the State's is 4.5 f /e- 

But it is in the significant matters of literacy and school attendance 
that Lower Merion stands out. 97.7','r. of our children from 7 to 13 
years attend school, and 97 c /c of those of 14 and 15. In both figures 
we beat the State average. In the 16 and 17-year age group, where 
many children are permitted to drop out, Lower Merion retains 76.1% 
in the schools, where the Statewide average is only 48.6% . 

In the Senior High School and early college ages of 18 to 20, Lower 
Merion stands still higher. A percentage of 42.7% is shown, as against 
a State average of only 17.2%. Truly this is an index to the type of 
resident. Compared with our neighbors of Conshohocken, across the 
river, the remarkable size of this latter figure is emphasized, for Con- 
shohocken boasts but 9.1%. Lower Merion also bests the Montgomery 
County average for these latter groups by a healthy margin. 

Literacy is high here. The percentage of illiteracy is but 1.1%, as 
compared with a State average of 3.17" and' a county average of 2.5%. 
Education of our foreign-born is successful as shown by an illiteracy 
figure of only 4.6%. compared with the State average of 15.4%) and 
the county figure of 13.4%. 

In the State as a whole, more men confessed to being married than 
did the ladies, but in Lower Merion 7508 women seem to be married to 
7156 men !

To the Editor of Our Town: 

Why Bates Should Be in Council 
In common with many other Nar- 
bcrthites, I have paid very little atten- 
tion to the working of our local gov- 
ernment. Were it less efficient perhaps 
some of us would more seriously in- 
terest ourselves in the affairs which 
are administered by our Councilmen 
at no small sacrifice of time and en- 
ergy. Curiosity as to why my friend 
Clifford Bates failed of nomination for 
Council on the Republican ticket and 
why his name will appear only upon 
the Democratic ballot at the forth- 
coming election brought to light, for 
me at least, one phase of the local sit- 
uation in which every citizen should in- 
terest himself. In telling my fellow- 
citizens of my findings I hope that 
others will be aroused as I have been 
to the necessity for keeping in closer 
touch with local affairs. 

All of us have read in "Our Town" 
of hearings which had been held by 
Council on zoning. The majority of 
us are in favor of the ordinances which 
have been adopted but few of us are 
aware that their continuance is con- 
stantly being threatened, which may 
be a reason why Mr. Bates' name will 
not appear on the Republican ballot. 
If we want a strict enforcement of our 
zoning laws we ought to help by put- 
ting Mr. Bates back in Council. In 
any event, draw your own conclusions 
from the succeeding paragraphs which 
contain the information my curiosity 
caused me to seek from reliable 
sources. 

A year or more ago Mr. Baird Cald- 
well desired to erect a gasoline filling 
station on a corner lot which he owns 
on the Narberth side of Montgomery 
Avenue. Under the zoning ordinance, 
which restricts that property to resi- 
dential uses, it was impossible to grant 
the building permit for which he ap- 
plied. He appealed to the Adjustment 
Board, as is provided in the zoning 
ordinance for such cases, and the Board 
declined to grant his petition. He then- 
went before the Borough Council and 
asked what he could do. He was told 
informally that the only possible next 
step was for him to circulate a peti- 
tion among the property owners on 
Montgomery Avenue, asking to have 
their properties put into a business 
zone and to present that petition to 
Council which has authority to amend 
the zoning ordinance. 

Mf. Caldwell circulated such a peti- 
tion and presented it to Council in 
proper form. The signatures on it rep- 
resented a large majority of the prop- 
erty owners on Montgomery Avenue 
from Narberth Avenue east to Meet- 
ing House Lane. As is required by - 
the ordinance itself the Ordinance and 
Law Committee of Council advertised 
and held a public hearing on this mat- 
ter. That hearing was well attended 
by property owners, who had signed 
the petition and an informal vote in- 
dicated that a very large majority of 
them were in favor of the proposal. 
There were some objectors, notably 
people whose oroperties would adjoin 
the proposed new business section, but 
would not be included in it. 

This public hearing advertised the 
fact that the zoning ordinance was 
under discussion with a possibility of 
amendment and brought before Coun- 
cil Mrs. E. C. Town, and later Dr. 
E. C. Town and Dr. R. C. Hoffman, 
who asked that their properties on 
Windsor Avenue should also be in- 
cluded in a business zone by amend- 
ment of the ordinance. They were 
told that they should present a. peti- 
tion from the property owners in- 
volved which they later did. Their 
petition, however, appeared to contain 
names of persons who were tenants 
rather than property owners, although 
some Windsor Avenue property own- 
ers were included and others were con- 
spicuously absent. A hearing was held 
on that petition and disclosed less 
unanimity of sentiment in its favor by 
the property interests involved than 
was the case with Montgomery Ave- 
nue.

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Narberth Legion Commander Sees War 

as Holocaust of Folly and Futility

Thirteen years ago a staggering 
civilization stood aghast when the final 
act of the world's greatest and most 
pitiful drama came to its soul-shaking 
close. Millions of men were dead — 
millions mangled, while the Horsemen 
of the Apocalypse reined in their 
steeds, exhausted, after the mad gallop 
of four fateful years. Who can coum 
the toll of treasure spent, the property 
destroyed, the hearts broken, the 
spirits' shattered, in this grim Comedy 
of Human Error? And to what pur- 
pose? Shall we question the motives 
of the men who died? Shall we ques- 
tion the bitterness of those who sur- 
vive? 

I come to you today to speak for 
peace, not as a suave statesman or 
shouting chauvinist; not as apologist 
for humanity, but as a soldier. I speak 
not of geography, of empire, trade or 
international relationships. 1 speak 
to you of pain and misery, of grief 
and humiliation, that arc the price the 
soldier pays. 

It is almost thirteen years to the 
hour that I stood with a dozen or so 
men on a hill overlooking the remains 
that bore the label of the village of 
Very. Hefore us and about us spread 
the grim panorama of desolation that 
follows in the wake of war. My com- 
panions were young men, boys, in the 
fullest vigor of youth. The oldest, 
perhaps thirty, the youngest twenty. 
Among that group were men dear to 
me. dear to me because of qualities 
discovered in the merciless test of 
proximity during a companionship that 
began in Mexico in 1916. Five of us 
were fast friends. We loved life only 
less than the thrill of living. We were 
twenty-one years or so of age in 
October of 1918. and we considered 
ourselves veterans of a sort. Behind 
us lay more than two years of gruel- 
ling march under desert sun, wearying 
monotony of protracted drill, the dis- 
comfort of troop travel, and some bat- 
tles at the front. We had gone to- 
gether sharing good with evil, hard- 
ship and frolic. We knew about each 
other, and were fond of each other 
with an affection deeper than the forces 
that created it. 

Those of you who do not know — 
picture to yourself the warm sunshine 
of an October afternoon, the lingering 
wine of a clear autumn atmosphere 
when the heart beats joyously with life 
and the intoxication of youthful vigor. 
Then try to feel the sudden tightening 
of nerves, the crawl of muscles, and 
the pounding agitation of brain and 
artery with the sudden clang and crash 
of arriving shells. Two shells neatly 
placed some forty yards in front of us, 
and the next two about as far behind 
our position. Experience and instinct 
flashed a warning — "They arc bracket- 
ing us." We know some distant un- 
seen enemy gunner is feeling for us — 
we know that the next salvo will strike. 
There is only a moment left for a 
shouted warning and a hurried 
scramble to earth. And then the red 
flash of annihilation, a whispering 
crash of sound, a moment of oblivion, 
and then a consciousness of agony un- 
endurable. 

Can you forgive the bitterness that 
creeps into my voice when I speak 
of my friends who died by the shell 
that blasted my arm from my living 
body, blinded my eyes, broke my 
bones, and destroyed the dreams and 
ambitions of a life? I belong to that 
generation of men of whom Erich 
Remarque said, "They arc dead though 
they have survived, for the world as 
they knew it has been destroyed." 

Let the race of man review the rec- 
ord of slaughter — by Babylonian and 
Assyrian, Mede and Persian, Greek 
and Roman, Crusader and Saracen, 
by the hordes of Chengiz Khan, and

Frenchman, Briton, Russian, German, | 
Italian or American. The horrible audi 
staggering truth remains — men slain in 
battle die in vain. 

In the face of the facts, imagine my 
horrified amazement when, within the 
year, I heard a member of the superior 
rourt of a neighboring county declare 
that the vast benefits of the World 
War would have justified the extinc- 
tion of the entire generation of men 
who fought! If a generous fate could 
give me just one hour of my life to 
live over, I would beg the boon that! 
I might spend the hour in the com- 1 
pany of that gentleman on one hellish | 
afternoon in October of 1918, when I 
young men died quickly and horribly, j 

Who will reckon the price of] 
mangled limbs and shattered minds? — | 
of maimed bodies and twisted souls?; 
Again and again, it is the price of | 
human pain and suffering. What of j 
the properties and treasures destroyed, 
of chattels and goods lost? Thej 
bowels of the earth and the teeming 
fertility of her soil will yield them 
anew. But not so the genius of man, 
the skill of hands, the power of in- 
tellects destroyed. There will remain 
forever a void of existence crying 
aloud for that which might have been, 
but for human folly. 

There are no words of condemnation 
too strong, no epithet too stinging, no 
rebuke too sharp, for the folly and 
futility of war. 

And while we condemn/3Jet us not 
forget that the virtues bred of war 
are alluring ones. Men and women 
have always paid tribute to courage 
and heroism, and have distinguished 
those exhibiting these qualities. The 
badge of courage is an enticing bauble, 
whether it be the lion-maned headdress 
of a Massai warrior or the bear-claw 
necklace of an Apache, or the gleam- 
ing scarlet ribbon of the Legion of 
Honor. Remembering the brave folly 
of those who wear the glittering metal 
and gaudy cloth of civilization's token, 
let man remember also the agony and 
the pain, the distress and the heart- 
break, the bitterness and the horror 
that are war. 

And in the blinding flash of truth, 
let man turn away from the futility of 
war, and lift his eyes upward, upward 
indeed, "to the hills that arc white," 
gleaming while with the promise of 
greater understanding,' greater sym- 
pathy, greater love and a peace that 
passeth understanding.

And now — when will it freeze? 

The white double Japanese anemone, 
whirlwind, was a fine companion for 
blue monkshood, Acoiiitum Fischeii, 
in a Bryn Mawr garden. Both do well 
in partial shade. The anemone is a 
bit difficult to get established and 
should be protected iu winter. The 
earlier Chinese anemone, Huphense, is 
smaller and a rather muddy color. 

Cimicifuga racemosa is quite a plant. 
It does well in shade, grows about 
four feet tall with a white plume. 
Strange to say, it does well in full sun 
and in one garden there were some 
tall spikes of late hybrid delphiniums 
close by. Not so bad. 

When digging gladiolus bulbs paper 
bags are most convenient to keep the 
varieties, or colors, separate. The 
label may be placed in the bag. The 
old dry bulb may be removed from the 
bottom of the new one and all the 
bulbs will keep better after a day in the 
sun. The stalks may be cut off before 
the bulbs are put away in a cool place 
where they will not mold and where 
they will not be dried up. 

Digging dahlia clumps without 
breaking all the necks of the new tub- 
ers is quite a trick. One way is to 
cut the old stem to about three inches 
from the surface and then remove 
about two inches of soil from the tub- 
ers. Next provide two diggers, each 
with a forked spade, and let them 
loosen the clump and then remove it, 
gently but firmly, from the ground. 
The idea is to get the clump of tubers 
without breaking their necks. Handle 
gently, dry in the sun a day and then 
place where they will not freeze, will 
not be dried out and will not be moist 
enough to mold. Some gardeners 
leave some soil on the tubers and some 
wash the clumps with a hose. Some 
groyvers keep the clumps in boxes or 
barrels lined with newspapers and sonic 
cover them with peat moss. The 
labels should be fastened to the old 
stems when the tops are cut off. 

And now for the drives and walks 
to see our countryside in its most col- 
orful dress of the season, the chang- 
ing colors of autumn. Frost is not 
necessary to the coloring and falling 
of the leaves. Plants reach a point of 
maturity, some earlier and some later. 
Carolina poplars and black walnut 
trees are the earliest to fall, while some 
of the oaks hold their leaves all win-

ter after the green coloring matter has 
ceased to function. 

The cquinoxial storms due in Sep- 
tember were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence and unless there is considerable 
rainfall in the next month the spring 
of 1932 will be very difficult for trees 
and plants of all kinds. A wet fall 
means a good spring season. The 
ground should be moist when it freezes 
in winter in order that it may be moist 
when it thaws out in spring. And a 
wet fall means that the trees and 
shrubs have good conditions for form- 
ing buds for next spring's leaves and 
blossoms. Owners of small gardens 
are fortunate in being able to water 
artificially. For larger gardens we will 
have to pray for normal rainfall.

Count of 2478 to 2191, Census Bulletin Shows 



Thai there arc 287 more women in 
the borough of Narbcrth than men is 
indicated in the population bulletin is- 
sued this week by the Bureau of Cen- 
sus of the U. S. Department of Com- 
merce. 

The findings of the Bureau, based on 
the 1930 census, show that of the total 
population of Narbcrth, 4669, there are 
2191 males and 2478 females. The 
native white population numbers 4100 
while the foreign-born population num- 
bers 493.

Gardeners May Seek Aid 

from New Library Book 



Nearly every one who has been 
struggling more or less successfully 
through the past season in order to 
perfect a flower garden is now in these 
autumn days centering all hopes on 
the plans for next year. What to plant 
in this place to produce color in the 
fall, or in August, what to grow in 
that for better color arrangement, are 
some of the thoughts uppermost in 
the minds of all gardeners. 

Answering these questions and many 
others of a similar nature is the com- 
pact little volume by H. Stuart Ort- 
loff called "Perennial Gardens." a gift 
from Mrs. C. T. Faries, the donor of 
many of the library's garden books.

plications for this County. Aid must be 
filed in the proper form and with the 
proper engineering plans with the 
County Commissioners on or before 
October 20, and that the street work 
resulting therefrom must be completed 
during the present calendar year.
